Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 17 is allowed. Regarding claim 17, the prior art does not disclose or 
suggest the combination of wherein a power supply device having a DC output unit 
which performs outputting under constant -voltage/constant-current control, comprising: 
a constant-current control device which performs a first constant-current control 
operation for maintaining a first current value and a second constant-current control 
operation for maintaining a second current value which is larger than the first current 
value; a voltage detecting device which detects a voltage drop of the DC output which is 
caused by a rush current; a temperature detecting device which detects a temperature 
of the power supply device; and a switching device which switches a constant-current 
control operation from the first constant-current control operation to the second 
constant-current control operation when said voltage detecting device detects a voltage 
drop of the DC output while said constant-current control device performs the first 
constant-current control operation, and switches a constant-current control operation 
from the second constant-current control operation to the first constant-current control 
operation when said temperature detecting device detects that a temperature of the 
power supply device exceeds a predetermined temperature while said constant-current 
control device performs the second constant-current control operation. 
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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant’s arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 7/14/08 with respect to the 
rejection of claim 17 has been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claim 17 has been withdrawn.

REOPENED.
